Long-time News 
Review reporter, 
associate editor 
and editor Dorothy 
Sucher died of can- 
cer Sunday, August 
22, 2010, at her home 
at Riderwood Village 
retirement commu- 
nity in Silver Spring. 
With her at the end 
were her two surviv- 
ing sons, Gabriel, of 
Rockville, and Ana- 
tol of San Francisco, 
as well as her hus- 
band, Joseph. Anoth- 
er son, Michael, and 
her daughter, Anne, 
predeceased her. She 
leaves a granddaughter 
as well — Michael’s 
daughter, Rachel. 

Dorothy was a 
vital member of the 
News Review staff from 1959 
to 1970 and again from 1993 to 
2004. Through all those years 
she delighted us and our readers 
with amusing feature articles — to 
say nothing of wonderful turns of 
phrase and laugh-out-loud jokes 
for our infinite in-house pleasure. 
Whenever Dorothy saw a need, 
she started the ball rolling — the 
Greenbelt Museum, the Womens 
Investment Group of Greenbelt,

and perhaps, the writers group. 

A very creative person, Doro- 
thy Sucher was the author of two 
mystery novels, Dead Men Don’t 
Give Seminars (1988) and Dead 
Men Don’t Marry (1989), both 
by St. Martin’s Press. 

Her third book, The Invis- 
ible Garden, was published by 
Counterpoint Press, 1999, with a

Five Candidates Seek Votes 
In County Executive Race

County Executive Jack John- 
son is completing his second 
four-year term as Prince George’s 
County Executive. He is pre- 
vented by law from seeking a 
third term. There are five Demo- 
cratic candidates and no Repub- 
licans seeking his office. Thus, 
the winner of the September 14 
Democratic primary is all but 
certain to become the next Prince 
George’s county executive. The 
candidates are: (listed alphabeti- 
cally) Rushern Baker III, Samuel 
Dean, Michael Jackson, Gerron 
Levi and Henry C. Turner, Jr. 

Baker is a former state del- 
egate who has sought the office 
twice before, almost succeed- 
ing four years ago. Dean is 
completing eight years on the 
county council, having served as 
its chair. Jackson is the current 
Prince George’s County sheriff 
and is completing his second 
term. Levi, an attorney, is a 
current member of the House of 
Delegates serving her first term 
in that office. A retired Army 
officer now working for the Pen- 
tagon, Turner is making his first 
attempt to be elected to public 
office. 

Baker and Jackson are con- 
sidered to be the front-runners. 
Much of the campaign has been 


negative with Baker being at- 
tacked for his extensive financial 
support from an owner of mul- 
tiple apartments within the county 
and for getting the legislature to 
abolish a former, dysfunction- 
al County Board of Education. 
Jackson is being heavily criticized 
for the actions of his department, 
particularly as it relates to the 
storming of the home of Berwyn 
Heights Mayor Cheye Calvo by 
sheriff’s deputies who shot and 
killed the mayor’s two dogs. 
Rushern L. Baker, III 
Rushern Baker was born in 
Valdosta, Ga., and now lives in 
Cheverly. He attended Howard 
University where he received a 
B.A. degree and a law degree. 
He is president of the Commu- 
nity Teachers Institute, a non- 
profit organization committed to 
reforming education in urban and 
minority school systems. He is 
married and has three children. 
Baker served as a delegate in the 
Maryland General Assembly for 
eight years, four of them as chair 
of the Prince George’s County 
Delegation. As a member of 
the Appropriations Committee he 
helped to bring $500 million in 
additional educational funding to

The Greenbelt City Council 
actions that resulted in the city 
spending more money on the 
Public Works Facility addition 
than there were funds available 
(see front page story in last issue) 
took place at public meetings in 
September and October 2007. 
All meetings and the agenda top- 
ics aS well were duly advertised 
by the city in the Greenbelt News 
Review. The paper’s coverage is 
noted in the following account. 

On September 17, 2007, City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
told council at a worksession 
that after receiving only one bid 
for the project, which had to be 
rejected for lack of competition. 
The city staff had proceeded to 
negotiate with the construction 
firm of Gardner and Gardner for 
doing the job. The staff then rec- 
ommended employing the firm. 

McLaughlin also told council

that the estimated cost for the 
project, as planned, was about $5 
million, double the $2.5 million 
allocated from the $3.5 million 
dollar bond issue that had been 
authorized by voters in 2001 and 
exceeding the amount of funds 
remaining from the bond issue, 
which funds were also to be used 
for theater renovation and an ad- 
dition the Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center. 

The projected cost could be 
reduced to $4 to $4.5 million by 
changing the scope of the project, 
he said. McLaughlin also out- 
lined additional revenue options 
for funding the extra cost, includ- 
ing the temporary borrowing of 
funds until an additional bond 
issue could be authorized by city 
voters. 

Council’s consensus at that 
time had been to proceed with 
the project and retain its green 


elements and not diminish the 
project’s value. McLaughlin said 
then that a resolution for negoti- 
ated purchase would be submitted 
at the next council meeting. 

Our reporter, Barbara Hop- 
kins, described this meeting for 
the Greenbelt News Review. 
Because of space constraints, 
however, her article did not ap- 
pear in the paper until October 
11, 2007. 

Introduction 

At the September 24, 2007, 
regular meeting, the negotiated 
purchase resolution was intro- 
duced for first reading. Although 
normally no discussion occurs 
for resolutions first introduced, 
Mayor Judith Davis read the 
city manager’s agenda comments 
discussing changes and funding. 
She noted that all green elements

O’Malley and Ehrlich Challengers 
In Primary Are Little Known 


Maryland-registered Democrats 
and Republicans are faced with 
seemingly lackluster challengers 
to the leading candidates for gov- 
ernor in the upcoming Maryland 
Primary Election on Tuesday, 
September 14. In effect, regis- 
tered voters have little more than 
the same choices they had in 
the 2006 Primary Election when 
Martin O’Malley ran unopposed 
in the Democratic Primary and 
then-incumbent Robert Ehrlich 
ran unopposed in the Republican 
Primary. 

In the 2006 General Election 
O’Malley went on to defeat Eh- 
rlich and is now the incumbent. 
Due primarily to continued eco- 
nomic distress in Maryland and 
across the country, Ehrlich and 
his supporters see an opportu- 
nity to regain the governorship. 
O’ Malley, on the other hand, 
must defend his stewardship of 
Maryland’s government over the 
past four years. 

Although neither O’ Malley nor 
Ehrlich is running unopposed in 
this year’s primaries, the field of 
candidates vying for the guberna- 
torial primary is not considered 
strong. J.P. Cusick of Hollywood 
(St. Mary’s County) is challeng- 
ing O’Malley for the Democratic 
nomination, as well as perennial 
candidate Ralph Jaffe of Balti- 
more County. 

In the Republican Primary, 
Brian Murphy of Montgomery 
County is challenging Ehrlich 
for the Republican nomination. 
Interestingly, Murphy’s candidacy 
has been helped somewhat by an

endorsement from Sarah Palin, 
the Republican candidate for vice 
president in 2008 and former 
governor of Alaska. 

Since Maryland conducts a 
so-called “Closed” primary elec- 
tion, only registered members of 
the two major parties (Repub- 
lican and Democrat) may vote 
in the September 14 primary. 
This leaves voters registered as 
“Decline” (Independent or other 
party), with no major party af- 
filiation, ineligible to participate 
in the primaries. These voters 
will have to wait for the General 
Election in November to select 
from all candidates on the Gen- 
eral Election ballot. 

For the Maryland Green Par- 
ty, Maria Allwine of Baltimore 
City and her lieutenant governor 
nominee Ken Eidel of Frederick 
County were selected by the 
party and will appear on the bal- 
lot in November. 

For the Libertarian Party, Su- 
san J. Gaztanaga of Baltimore 
City and her lieutenant governor 
candidate Doug McNeil, also of 
Baltimore City, will be on the 
ballot. 


And the Maryland Constitution 
Party will be represented on the 
November ballot by Eric Delano 
Knowles of Annapolis and his 
lieutenant governor candidate Mi- 
chael Hargadan of Emmitsburg. 

O’Malley/Brown 

Four years ago Governor Mar- 
tin O’Malley and his running 
mate Lieutenant Governor An- 
thony Brown of Prince George’s 
County promised always to put 
first the needs of Maryland’s 
families and family-owned busi- 
nesses. They now believe that 
because of tough decisions they 
have made, Maryland has fared 
better than most states in the on- 
going economic recession. Their 
platform mainly tries to reinforce 
that message. The O’Malley- 
Brown 2010 reelection platform 
supports the theme “Moving 
Maryland Forward.” The plat- 
form planks consist of job cre- 
ation through public-private part- 
nerships and a $5,000 tax credit 
for businesses hiring unemployed 
Marylanders. They also claim 
fiscal responsibility because their

Something’s wrong with how 
the census is being conducted 


in Greenbelt. I filled out the 
census form and made sure that 
I sent it in by the April | dead- 
line. I take such things seriously 
and I know about the importance 
of participating in such a cen- 
sus. 

Two weeks later a census 
worker arrived at my door want- 
ing to do a face to face survey. 
I told her that I had filled out 
my form and mailed it in but she 
explained that there was some 
kind of a computer mishap and 
the census for my neighborhood 
had to be done all over again. 
So I answered her questions and 
she left. 

Things were fine until this 
month. On August 11 I left 
for a 10-day trip to Florida. 
Yesterday, when I arrived back 
to Greenbelt, I found a form 
stuck to the door of my house 
from the census yet again. It 
said “Sorry we’ve missed you” 
and added that they still needed 
to hear from me because they 
have no information about my 
home and they provided a phone 
number of a census worker that 
I needed to call so I can be 
counted. 

Here’s the thing — I filled 
out a form and mailed it in just 
in time for the April | dead- 
line. I participated in a face 
to face survey later in April. 
Now it’s August and they still 
have no information about my 
household. 

I’m extremely concerned be- 
cause if they have somehow 
lost both the census form that I 
filled out and the brief interview 
I gave to the first Census taker, 
then how many other people in 
Greenbelt are not being counted 
even though many of them may 
have done the same thing as I 
did?

Grant cycle, the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation (GCF) is 
seeking applications for grants 
from local organizations looking 
for help in funding projects.

Greenbelt Is Honored 
As Playful City 2010 


For the fourth year in a row, 
Greenbelt has been recognized 
as a Playful City USA Commu- 
nity by KaBOOM!, a national 
nonprofit organization dedicated 
to promoting play and seeing 
that every child in America has 
a place to play within walking 
distance of home. The Playful 
City USA program honors cities 
and towns that prioritize play 
and support children’s health by 
providing access to recreational 
space and activities. 

This year Greenbelt was rec- 
ognized in part for its public-pri- 
vate partnership in encouraging 
joint-use agreements between the 
city and homeowners associations 
where, in exchange for city as- 
sistance in upgrading and main- 
taining playground facilities, the 
playgrounds are made available 
for public use. 

Although 118 U.S. cities and 
towns were recognized as Playful 
Cities this year, Greenbelt is one 
of only 19 charter members that 
have held the status every year 
since the first awards in 2007.

This 
work, a collection of humorous 
and poignant essays, recorded the 
many pleasures associated with an 
old blue farmhouse in Vermont, 
where she and Joe spent many 
happy summers. Dorothy was 
an excellent gardener and enjoyed 
talking with other gardeners. She 
would chuckle over a term she 
invented “evil eye gardener” as 
being one who would disparage 
her own garden saying “I should 
have watered more” fearing the 
evil eye if she were to praise her 
work too much. 

In addition Dorothy published 
articles and stories in such peri- 
odicals as Belles Lettres, Mystery 
News and Mystery Readers Jour- 
nal. At various times she taught 
creative writing at Georgetown 
and Duke Universities and at the 
Writer’s Center in Bethesda. She 
also taught a large lecture class 
on writing mystery novels for the 
Smithsonian Associates in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

From 1975 to 1980, she was 
employed by Group Health Asso- 
ciation as a psychotherapist, later 
continuing for seven more years 
in private practice. She held a 
master’s degree in mental health 
from Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine. Many years earlier 
she had graduated from Brooklyn 
College magna cum laude with 
honors in English and also did 
graduate work in English at Co- 
lumbia University. She was an 
artist, a painter and, at one time, 
began to study architecture. 

Dorothy also wrote songs, which 
she sang with great enthusiasm, ac- 
companying herself on the guitar. 
What couldn’t she do! Among 
other things, she was an accom- 
plished seamstress and designer. 

Personal Memories 

For many years our two fami- 
lies lived close-by — the Suchers 
on Lakeside Drive in a home 
Dorothy had designed, and we in 
a GHI house on Crescent Road. 
Our two oldest children — their 
son Gabriel and my daughter 
Edith and their son Michael and 
my son George — were months 
apart, respectively, and were in the 
Co-op Nursery School together. 

When our family moved to 
Nigeria in West Africa, where my 
husband was an officer with the 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment, the Suchers moved for 
a year to Geneva, Switzerland, 
where Joe, a particle physicist 
at the University of Maryland, 
was on leave at an international 
institute at CERN. After a year 
in Africa, we were granted a rest 
leave in Europe, where we visited 
the Suchers. 

What a delightful reunion we 
had! I remember hours of bridge 
in the evenings, with the children 
asleep and a wonderful trade fair 
full of delightful activities for

Dorothy and 
I and Edith, 8, also took a train to 
Lausanne to attend a matinee of 
ballet with a featured work about 
a peasant girl who elopes with her 
handsome and spirited lover — “La 
jeune fille mal gardée.” 

Back in Greenbelt, the two fami- 
lies continued our happy association 
and Dorothy and I went back to 
our work with the News Review. 
I remember Thanksgiving dinners 
together and happy occasions with 
the News Review — and perhaps 
some not so happy, like our mutual 
concern over the libel suit against 
the paper, which, of course, ended 
satisfactorily with the Supreme 
Court decision in our favor. 

After she and Joe moved some 
years ago to Riderwood, Dorothy 
and another resident and former 
Greenbelter and News Review 
staffer, Al Geiger, invited Elaine 
SkolInik, Judy Bell and me for a 
delightful luncheon at the facil- 
ity. What a jolly time we had, 
recounting our many happy hours 
— and tough ones too — in the ser- 
vice of this paper and, of course, 
of Greenbelt. 

We shall miss her very much. 
But what many happy hours and 
how many laughs we shared 
through all those years. She will 
be in our hearts forever. 
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We are saddened by the death 
of longtime News Review re- 
porter and editor Dorothy Sucher 
and extend our condolences to 
her husband Joe, sons Anatol and 
Gabriel and her many friends.

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were still in place and that the 
contract would also enable the 
city to build restrooms at Buddy 
Attick Park. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts then asked if the 
manager’s proposed short-term 
financing would require a tax 
increase, to which McLaughlin 
replied, according to minutes of 
the meeting, that there would not 
be a tax increase at that time. 
He could not rule out, however, 
proposing inclusion of $1 million 
in a future bond issue to cover 
excess expense along with mon- 
ies to fund other city projects. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling introduced the resolution for 
first reading. 

The News Review did not re- 
port on this meeting. 

Adoption 

Two weeks later, on October 
8, council unanimously adopted 
the resolution authorizing the 
negotiated purchase of general 
contracting services for con- 
struction and renovation work at 
the Public Works facility with 
Gardner and Gardner General 
Contractors, LLC of Crofton, at 
an amount not to exceed $4.2 
million. According to meeting 
minutes, at Herling’s request, 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Director Celia Craze, as 
acting manager in McLaughlin’s 
absence, read through McLaugh- 
lin’s memo regarding possibili- 
ties for how the project could be 
fully funded. 

Craze emphasized that the 
current resolution only authorized 
construction of the project. Nec- 
essary decisions on funding, she 
said, would take place at later 
dates when required. McLaugh- 
lin was only offering suggestions, 
she said. According to the meet- 
ing minutes, she added there was 
no intention of diverting funding 
from any other capital projects to 
support this one. 

Responding to an inquiry by 
Roberts, Craze said there might 
be a need for a future bond is- 
sue to support this and other 
projects. 

Virginia Beauchamp reported 
on the Public Works addition 
approval and financing problems 
in a front-page article in the Oc- 
tober 11, 2007, News Review. 
She reported that McLaughlin 
had listed in agenda comments a 
number of sources for additional 
funding to supplement the $2.5 
million bond monies including 
$500,000 allocated for theater 
renovation. 

All together he found 
$3,703,000, not enough to cover 
the cost. He also suggested 
short-term financing of an ad- 
ditional $1 million “to close the 
gap.” 

At that time councilmembers 
expressed opposition to using any 
of the $500,000 theater allocation 
for the Public Works building 
project. 

Tax Anticipation Note 

Almost two years later, on Au- 
gust 24, 2009, council, in special 
meeting, authorized the issuance 
of one or more short-term tax 
anticipation notes in amounts not 
to exceed $2 million. The notes 
were in anticipation of receipt of 
taxes and other revenues and pro- 
ceeds from the notes were to be 
used for authorized General Fund 
expenditures of the city. The 
notes were authorized to be sold 
by private negotiation with the 
Old Line Bank of Maryland. 

According to city meeting 
minutes at that time, McLaughlin 
explained the need to establish a 
Short-term line of credit, which 


would be repaid after receipt of 
tax monies in mid-October. He 
said the need for such financing 
was due to the city’s experienc- 
ing a cash flow problem due 
primarily to the additional costs 
of the Public Works project. 

The meeting minutes report 
McLaughlin as saying the city 
had intended to secure this fi- 
nancing about six months earli- 
er, but because of turmoil in the 
financial markets, had decided 
to fund the additional Public 
Works costs out of the General 
Fund. Normally the fund bal- 
ance would be sufficient, he 
said, to finance city operations 
during the annual lag in prop- 
erty tax revenues. 

McLaughlin told council at 
that time, according to the min- 
utes, it is not uncommon for 
municipalities to issue tax an- 
ticipation notes pending receipt 
of collected taxes. Davis em- 
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phasized that the city was not 
experiencing a financial problem, 
only a cash flow problem until 
the tax revenues are received, the 
minutes report. 

McLaughlin also told council 
that staff would be working on 
securing financing for the new 
Public Works Facility in the next 
six to nine months, now that the 
financial markets have calmed 
down, the minutes say. 

Council introduced the or- 
dinance and suspended council 
rules so that the matter could 
be considered for final passage 
at that meeting. One person at- 
tending the meeting raised ques- 
tions about the selection of the 
bank and the terms for lending 
of the money. The questioner 
was referred to the city treasurer. 
Council then unanimously ad- 
opted the ordinance. 

The News Review did not 
cover this special meeting.

administration cut state spending 
by $5.6 billion and reduced the 
size of state government. The is- 
sues they emphasize are listed on 
their website, including Minority 
and Women Owned Businesses, 
Jobs, Women and Children, Fam- 
ily Owned Businesses, Fiscal 
Responsibility, Education, Higher 
Education, Public Safety, Envi- 
ronment, Healthcare, Transporta- 
tion (Transit Systems), Working 
Families, Veterans, Protection of 
Family Farms and Leadership and 
Innovation. 

The website also describes 
efforts and accomplishments for 
each of the listed issues above. 
For example, the site describes 
estimates of 40,000 jobs created 
in Maryland since January 2010, 
$5.7 billion invested by Governor 
O’ Malley in public schools this 
year and Maryland’s status as 
one of only eight states to retain 
a triple A Bond rating. 

The website also reports that 
Governor O’Malley’s budget is 
the first ever to propose a nega- 
tive (-2.9 percent) growth rate 
for the state budget and claims 
that under his leadership the 
Chesapeake Bay is the healthiest 
it’s been since 2002 and for an 
estimated 60 percent increase in 
last year’s Maryland Blue Crab 
harvest. 

The website also lists several 
transportation projects, including 
the Seagirt (Baltimore Harbor) 
Terminal expansion, the top rank- 
ing for BWI Thurgood Marshall 
Airport, committed WMATA 
(Metro) funding and the designa- 
tion for development of 14 transit 
station areas. 

Cusick/Lang 

J.P. Cusick and his running 
mate, Michael W. Lang, Jr., of- 
fer a fairly simple philosophy for 
government in their campaign for 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor and It. governor. Cu- 
sick’s main platform issue is to 
reform the current Child Support 
and Custody laws for Maryland. 

His web page introduction as- 
serts: “It is my contention that 
every candidate for any office in 
any location have the desire and 
intentions to improve schools and 
lower crime, to save the envi- 
ronment and to build roads and 
infrastructure, so I see it as dis- 
ingenuous to offer such things as 
a political platform or as a basis 
of a campaign. It is my intention 
to reform the Child Support and 
Custody laws because the system 
we have now is undermining 
our social structure, and system- 
atically destroying families, and 
turning parenting into a crime, 
and it alienates the children and 
it needs to be stopped.” 

The Cusick campaign also 
notes that it is self-financed and 
is not requesting or in need of 
any campaign contributions. This 
iS One campaign, at least, where 
Greenbelters will not be getting 
robocalls this election season. 

Jaffe/Jaffe 

Ralph Jaffe and his sister, 
Freda Jaffe, of Baltimore County 
are also candidates for governor 
and It. governor in the Demo- 
cratic Primary. They also refuse 
to accept campaign contributions 
of any kind. In a recent phone 
interview with BAYNET.com 
that appears on their website, he 
stated, “I am a political science 
teacher. When I first started 
teaching in 1964 I told my stu- 


dents that Maryland was one of 
the most corrupt states in the 
Union.” 

He says he feels the same in 
2010. “This is why I am now a 
candidate for governor. I want 
to put a stop to the corruption in 
Maryland politics and replace it 
with ethics.” 

Their campaign is based on 
five principles: #1 — I will not 
accept campaign contributions 
because they are disguised bribes; 
#2 — I will have no dealings with 
professional lobbyists; #3 — I 
will serve one term only. This 
way I’m not in the campaign for 
power, fame but only to be a 
good public servant; #4 — I will 
tell the truth all of the time, not 
some of the time; and #5 — I will 
serve free. I will set aside the 
$150,000 annual salary to support 
teachers, firefighters and/or police 
officers. 

Ehrlich/Kane 

In his effort to recapture 
the governorship that he lost 
to O’Malley in 2006, Robert 
Ehrlich has chosen Mary Kane 
of Montgomery County as his 
running mate for It. governor. 
Kane served in the Ehrlich ad- 
ministration as Deputy Secretary 
of State and as Secretary of State 
in 2005. 

Together, they say, they are 
committed to revitalizing Mary- 
land’s stagnant economy, lower- 
ing the tax burden on families 
and small businesses and making 
government accountable to the 
citizens it represents. 

As governor, Ehrlich says he 
will repeal the O’Malley admin- 
istration’s 20 percent increase in 
the Maryland sales tax and halt 
the expansion of the sales tax 
to additional goods and services. 
He believes Maryland must begin 
spending within its means, assert- 
ing that the current administration 
has plunged Maryland into its 
largest budget deficits in history 
without offering any plan to bal- 
ance the budget. As governor 
he says that he will immediately 
cut wasteful spending and make 
government more responsive to 
the taxpayers. 

Touting his past efforts to 
restore and preserve the Chesa- 
peake Bay, Ehrlich promises to 
pursue innovative and nonpartisan 
solutions to restore the Bay. In 
the education area Ehrlich, as 
governor, would dramatically ex- 
pand charter schools in Maryland 
to give children and parents in 
failing schools a choice to move 
to a better and safer learning en- 
vironment. 

The Ehrlich administration 
would pursue three goals to pro- 
tect citizenship in Maryland: 1. 
Close loopholes created by the 
O’ Malley administration that al- 
low certain illegal immigrants 
to legally possess a Maryland 
drivers license; oppose giving 
discounted in-state tuition rates to 
illegal immigrants at the expense 
of Maryland students; and, 3. 
toughen state budgeting measures 
to ensure that no organization 
receiving public funds uses those 
funds to aid illegal immigration 
in Maryland. 

Like O’Malley’s website Eh- 
rlich’s site makes no mention or 
discussion on the Inter-county 
Connector (ICC) toll highway 
or that of the casino slots fi- 
asco which will have to be ad- 
dressed in some fashion in the 
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next administration. Both men 
had supported the ICC and casino 
gambling. 

Murphy/Ryman 

Challenging Robert Ehrlich 
and Mary Kane in the Republican 
Primary are Brian Murphy and 
his running mate for It. gover- 
nor, Mike Ryman. Murphy was 
educated in Maryland schools 
and attended the University of 
Maryland. His business experi- 
ence has been with Constellation 
Energy and with an investment 
group he founded in 2008. 

He and his wife and four chil- 
dren reside in Bethesda. His 
running mate, Michael Ryman, 
has degrees from Loras College 
in Iowa and Central Michigan 
University. He is a retired offi- 
cer of the U.S Marine Corps and 
a retired Federal Senior Executive 
Service law enforcement officer. 
He also had service as an As- 
sistant Inspector General in three 
Executive Branch departments. 

Their new direction for Mary- 
land includes: Job creation by 
competing with our neighbor- 
ing states; health care which 
lowers costs, improves care and 
increases patient choice; educa- 
tional policies which promote 
opportunities for all Marylanders; 
environmental policies which pre- 
serve Maryland’s natural beauty 
for our children and energy poli- 
cies which secure our sources of 
production.

Education Secretary Arne 
Duncan announced on August 24 
that Maryland has been awarded 
a federal government Race to the 
Top (RTTT) education grant for 
up to $250 million over four years. 
The $4.3 billion federal program is 
aimed at boosting student achieve- 
ment, reducing gaps in achieve- 
ment among student subgroups, 
turning around struggling schools 
and improving the teaching profes- 
sion. Maryland was one of nine 
states and the District of Columbia 
receiving a grant in the second 
round of RTTT. 

“I want to congratulate the 
students, teachers and administra- 
tors of Maryland’s public schools 
for demonstrating that among the 
50. states, Maryland does indeed 
stand at the top,” said Governor 
Martin O’ Malley. 

State Superintendent of 
Schools Nancy S. Grasmick said 
that with these funds, “Maryland 
intends to bolster our data sys- 
tems, improve instruction and 
attract and maintain a stronger 
educational workforce.”

arms and is pro-life. 
Websites Review 

In reviewing the websites of 
the candidates for governor, not 
surprisingly, one finds that the 
websites of the O’Malley and Eh- 
rlich campaigns were devoted to 
a good bit of attack politics. The 
O’ Malley camp focuses on the 
shortcomings of the first Ehrlich 
term. 

The Ehrlich camp focuses on 
O’Malley’s handling of the Mary- 
land budget and his running up 
historic deficits.

percent support and Ehrlich with 
44 percent of the vote. 

Only three percent of voters 
prefer some other candidate in 
the race; eight percent are unde- 
cided. Ninety percent of Republi- 
can voters support Ehrlich, while 
O’ Malley has the backing of 70 
percent of Democrats. Repub- 
licans hold a modest lead among 
voters not affiliated with either 
major party. 

Although these numbers may 
not have any impact on the pri- 
mary races, the real fun should 
start the day after the primary.

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Neighbors Enjoy Night Out 
In Nine Greenbelt Areas

Amid finger-licking good 
barbeque ribs, chicken, ham- 
burgers, fried fish and hot dogs, 
Greenbelt residents met city 
councilmembers, local firefight- 
ers, police officers, state Sena- 
tor Paul Pinsky and celebrity 
guest, McGruff the Crime Dog, 
during the August 3 National 
Night Out festivities at nine 
sites throughout the city. 

“It’s a nice way to meet peo- 
ple you haven’t seen in a while, 
get crime information out, and 
say thanks to police officers,” 
said Mayor Judith Davis at the 
Windsor Green cook-out while 
about 40 residents ate, chatted 
and watched their children jump 
in the nearby Moon Bounce. 

A timid boy peeked at Mc- 
Gruff from behind his mother 
when the giant dog arrived at 
the Windsor Green community 
room, escorted by Master Police 
Officer Kelly Lawson. Clad in 
his signature tan trench coat, 
plaid pants and brown shoes, 
the friendly canine waved a 
paw at the youngster, who re- 
fused to come out of hiding. 
Undeterred, McGruff climbed 
into a police cruiser for his 
next stop. 

Greenspring 

At Greenspring on Green- 
bury Drive, Greenbelt Police 
Chief James Craze was front 
and center announcing the drop 
in overall crime. He said it is 
down 7 % percent from last 
year, 12 percent, from two 
years ago and 8 percent from 
five years ago. Despite the 
good news, Craze added that 
burglary has skyrocketed by 
44 percent in all area jurisdic- 
tions. 

However, he offered tips to 
prevent break-ins. Use home 
security alarms and have Of- 
ficer Lawson conduct a home 
survey to discover ways to 
thwart would-be burglars. 

“We are here to help you,” 
Craze said. “This is a partner- 
ship.” 

Several Greenspring residents 
listened to Craze speak while 
munching on fried fish and 
French fries. “I think it’s great 





to get everyone out and meet- 
ing each other,” said Selena 
Smith, mother of three-year-old 
twin daughters. Smith said she 
has attended National Night 
Out for the nine years she has 
lived in Greenbelt. Fifteen- 
year-old Neil McCalla thought 
it was nice that so many neigh- 
bors, around 35, had come out 
for the event. 
Around the City 

At Hunting Ridge about 20 
residents picked up key chains, 
water bottles and magnetic note 
clips, along with safety litera- 
ture such as had been distribut- 
ed at the other city gatherings. 
At Belle Point, Greenbelt fire 
fighters ate frankfurters until 
they received a call, leaving 
about 10 people then milling 
around getting to know one 
another. 

On their way home from 
football practice, Greenbelt 
East resident Veronica Martin, 
her mother Marjorie Martin and 
Veronica’s son Eric stopped at 
Roosevelt Center after Eric’s 
football practice. He plays for 
the Greenbelt Boys & Girls 
Club team, the Greenbelt Raid- 
ers. “I enjoy the sense of com- 
munity,” Veronica said. 

Laura Kressler, chair of the 
Old Greenbelt Neighborhood 
Watch, said about 100 people 
came out for the literature, hot 
dogs and Rita’s Italian ice. 
Kressler said it was the organi- 
zation’s third year participating 
in National Night Out. 

Other celebrations occurred 
at Mowatt Memorial United 
Methodist Church, Greenbriar 
Phase 1 & 2, Greenbelt Lake 
Park Community and Beltway 
Plaza, where police finger- 
printed children and gave away 
balloons and prizes. 

The purpose of National 
Night Out is to heighten aware- 
ness of crime and drug preven- 
tion, generate support for and 
participation in local anti-crime 
programs, strengthen neighbor- 
hood spirit and police-commu- 
nity partnerships, thereby mak- 
ing a safer nation and stronger 
communities.

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At GAC Gender-bending “King Lear” Updated

Using a very daring conceit, 
the Rude Mechanicals have gam- 
bled big time by setting Shake- 
speare’s King Lear in a con- 
temporary motorcycle gang’s 
biker bar. Director Kelli Biggs 
has implemented some dizzying 
gender-bender switches, given 
Lear a wife and treats us to sev- 
eral lethal barroom brawls and 
tossed in some “soothing” back- 
ground music (David Bowie, Ly- 
nard Skynard, ZZ Top). All this 
while the cast swaggers around in 
leather and studs, plays pool and 
swills down tankards of Michelob 
and shot glasses of Jack Daniels. 
Talk about theater with attitude! 

Their gamble pays off hand- 
somely; this kinetic, in-your-face 
presentation succeeds beautifully. 

Michael Galizia as Lear an- 
chors the play impressively as he 
foolishly partitions his gang turf 
among his three daughters. Iras- 
cibly drunk, he disinherits honest 
Cordelia, who refuses to exagger- 
ate her love for her father while 
Goneril and Regan flatter him 
egregiously. Having relinquished 
authority while keeping its trap- 
pings, the morally blind Lear is 
increasingly dispossessed of his 
retainers, power and dignity by 
his monstrous older daughters. 

Galizia depicts Lear as he 
grows from a spiritually blind, 
furiously petty king into a peni- 
tent father full of tender regret. 
Though terribly impulsive, he is 
every inch a king, more sinned 
against than sinning. The wrench- 
ing scene where he cradles his 
dead daughter Cordelia in his 
arms, in a kind of gender-reversed 
Pieta, if you will, is not the least 
bit diminished by the fact that he 
lays her gently on a pool table, 
the better to keen his loss. 


Mike Thompson plays Lear’s 
shrewd, wise fool with witty tart- 
ness. Trying to make Lear aware 
of his “unevolved” condition, he 
nails his master with the somber 
truth that “Though I am a fool, 
you are nothing.” 

The challenge for Morrigan 
Condo (Goneril) and Emmeline 
Conway (Regan) as the power- 
crazy rival sisters is to convince 
us they are tattoo-sporting, knife- 
wielding, karate-chopping biker 
molls without descending into 
travesty. They must also reek of 
quintessential evil, take our breath 
away with their relentless cruelty. 
And they do. 

Director Kelli Biggs skillfully 
gets away with several gender- 
bending maneuvers. Leah Raul- 
erson very capably plays Albany, 
the husband of Goneril who is 
eventually appalled by her cru- 
elty. Fair enough. A woman 
playing the part of a man, like 
Sarah Bernhardt as Hamlet — we 
get it. 

More complicated, Jaki De- 
marest, a woman, plays the part 
of Kent, Lear’s banished loyal 
male retainer, who returns to 
court disguised as a woman in- 
tent on helping Lear do right by 
his daughter Cordelia. “He” in- 
veigles his way back into Lear’s 
service by hinting at “her” sexual 
availability. No doubt about it, 
Demarest is quite alluring “dis- 
guised” as a woman! 

Even more complicated is the 
casting of Katie Wanschura as 
Edmund, here the illegitimate 
brother Edgar, the favored son 
of Gloucester, here their blinded 
mother, played wonderfully by 
Michelle Trout. Wanschura/Ed- 
mund flirts outrageously with 
both Goneril and Regan, playing 
the sisters against each other, 
so he can usurp their power. It 


would be perilously easy for 
Wanschura and Trout to fall into 
bathos but they both carry off 
their risky roles convincingly. 
And you have to have a heart 
of stone not to be thrilled by 
Edmund’s great shout of affirma- 
tion: “Now gods, stand up for 
bastards!” 

Not particularly complicated 
is the generous creation of a wife 
for Lear (his “Ol’ Lady’), played 
fiercely by Michelle Robinson, 
who defends Gloucester against 
the torture inflicted by Regan and 
her husband Cornwall. 

Taylor Payne, wearing low- 
slung jeans and plenty of tat- 
toos, is a sweet and plausible 
Cordelia. Tom McGrath (his 
Cornwall is convincingly men- 
acing); Kenny Littlejohn (Os- 
wald) and Valerie Holt (Curran, 
a biker camp follower) spice up 
the play with only a few lines 
each. Josh Engel (France) and 
Michael Dembroski (Edgar) are 
impeccably gallant in their devo- 
tion to Cordelia and Gloucester, 
respectively. Meredith Coyle’s 
deft use of lighting smoothly 
transitions the players from scene 
to scene. 

Shakespearean purists who 
might be uncomfortable with the 
Rude Mechanicals’ gender-bend- 
ing liberties should remember that 
all Elizabethan actors were male. 
Romeo wooed a 14-year-old boy 
Juliet; Cleopatra, Rosalind, Lady 
Macbeth were all adolescent boys 
whose voices had not yet deep- 
ened. 

Don’t miss this bold, ener- 
getic, very effective update of the 
bard’s masterpiece. 

Lear will be at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center on Fridays, August 
27 and September 3 and on Sat- 
urdays, August 28 and September 
4 at 8 p.m. 
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
